2. Claims 2 to 6, 8 to 11, 13, 14, 16 to 22, 25, 29 and 33 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Leir. 

3. Claims 7, 15 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Leir. 

4. The teachings of Leir have been addressed in the previous office actions and as 
such this will not be repeated. Applicants' traversal of this rejection is not persuasive. It 
is argued that Leir does not teach or suggest electron rich tertiary amines. However 
applicants' preferred "electron rich" groups are tertiary amines (for instance see claim 
2). Thus it would appear that any tertiary amine meets this requirement and the tertiary 
amines taught in Leir (see for instance the bottom of page 8) meet the requirement of 
electron rich groups. Applicants' response appears to stress the term "electron rich" as 
a modifier for tertiary amines, as if there are tertiary amines that are not considered to 
be electron rich, but this is not consistent with that taught in the specification. Note too 
that one of the exemplified polyamines taught in the instant specification that result in an 
electron rich group (bis-(aminopropyl) piperazine), page 10 line 8) is also taught on the 
bottom of page 8 in Leir. By applicants' own admission this polyamine will meet the 
term electron rich group. As such applicants' arguments simply are not persuasive and 
these rejections are maintained.
